Noble Shepard's escape from jail was as 
remarkable as his crime was atrocious. and 
for more than three years he has baffled 
the offorts of detectives to locate him. 
Dozens of times have they thought they 
were on his trail, only to find that the 
much wanted murderer had eseaped their 
clutches. 

Noble Shepard, on Christmus Day. 18%, 
murdered Thomas Morton and _ inflicted 
wounds upen Lizzie-Leahy from which sh: 
died a Week later. Shepard was a dissolute 
lassblower, and lived in a tent at the 
oot of Potomac street. He was then about 
24 years old He was cavable of earning 
good wages,* but he did not often work. 
Near Shepard's tent was moored a house- 
boat, occupied by Thomas Morton and Liz 
gie Leahy, who were common-law man aid 
wife. 

Some boys who lived in the neighborhood 
entered the Morton household on (‘nristmas 
morning and were horrified to find Lizzie 
Leahy lying on the floor desperately wound 
ed and unconscious. Her head had been 
aplit with an ax. The police were notified 
and the *woman was removed to the City 
Hospital. It was not thought that she 
could live a day, but she surprised the 
surgeona by living 3%) days. She did not 
regain consciousness, and the only words 
that escaped her were “Oh, Tom." 

Detectives Were put to work on the 
case and it was supposed that Morton had 
assaulted her. Nobie Shepard was taken 
into custody and he told a story that 
etrengthened the police beilef that Morton 
had killed the woman. Detectives Howard 
and Kelleher worked on the case night 
and day.

NDW YORK, Oct. 31.—Dr.. Newton at 
Patterson at 11 o'clock issued the following 


bulletin: 

“The Vice-President at 9 o’clock is feel- 
ing much refreshed and he has remained 
very comfortable ever since. His pulse is 
very good and he has taken considerable 
nourishment. He is sitting up at 11 o’clock 
and his condition is good. 

“DR. NEWTON.” 

Vice-President Hobart, in the opinion cf 
his physician, is not likely to die to-day. 
and may survive fer several days. Mr. 
Hobart at 8 o'clock this morning was still 
asleep and resting quietly in a natural 
slumber not inductd by drugs. Dr. 
Newton, the family physician, spent the 
greater part of the night in a Foom ad- 
joining the patient’s. While Dr. Newton 
would not give out a detailed statement 
as to his patientt’s condition he said that 
Mr. Hobart’s nervous system was wrecked 
as a result of overwork and that his heart 
had suftered in a geneva] break down, 

At 1 o’clock this mornirg one of the 
servants hurriedly summoned Dr, Newton. 
All the windows in the house were jiluml- 
nated and figures could be seen running 
from room to room. Subsequently Dr. 
Newton, responding to a ring at the door 
bell, stated that while Mr. Hobart wus 
asleep his pulse had become so weak that 
the nurses had become frightened and sent 
for the doctor. Later the pulse of the pa- 
tient became strofiger and fears were’ re- 
lieved for the moment. 

During the treatment administered tne 
Vice-President awoke and was assisted to 
a sitting posture. While he seemed to un- 
derstand what was said and done near 
him and appeared to desire to speak no 
sound passed his lips. Later Mr. Hobart 
was helped to a reclining position and 
dropped into an easy slumber. 

Frederick Evans, the Vice-President’s pri- 
vate secretary, said at 10 o’clock that Dr. 
Newton had authorized the statement to be 
made that Mr. Hobart was easier“than he 
had been during the night, that there was 
an -improvement in his pulse, and that he 
was as strong as hé was at the same hour 
vesterday.

He declared to the Post-Dispatch 
that his publishers have just printed 5000 
capies. of the “Bachelor,” which are ready 
to be sent to all who geubscribed for it. 

Dr. Lioyd was closeted with the Chief 
Postoffice Inspector over an hour. Accom- 
panying him was a pretty and stylishly- 
dressed woman who said she was the doc- 
tor’s private secretary. The assets of the 
concern, amounting to about $15 in stamps 
and cash, were found in the business office, 
confiscated by the authorities and subse- 
quently turned over to Dr. Lloyd's secre- 
tary. 

Another young woman and man were em- 
ployed as clerks and the District Attorney 
has subpoened them as witnesses. 

The doctor’s secretary was anxious that 
‘nothing unfavorable should be said about 
him and int mated that his arrest was ‘‘en- 
tirely unwarranted.”’ 

‘““Whby.’’ she said, stamping her foot gently 
on the floor ‘‘thaven’t we 5000 copies of the 
Bachelor ready for mailing? I have kept 
track of every letter received here and I 
Want to saw that the names of all the sub- 
scribers are on our subscription Jist.’’

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DISASTROUS DEFEAT 
OF THE BRITISH ARM 


Two Entire Regiments of 2000 Men and 42 Officers © 
Captured by the Boers and a Loss of 300 2 
to 500 Killed and Wounded. 


THE FIGHTING RENEWED MONDAY 
WITH THE BOER LINES ADVANCED. 


London Astounded at the Result and the War Office 
Is Besieged by Relatives and Friends of 
the Men Engaged in the Battle. 
—_—_+} 


GEN, WHITE CONTEMPLATING A RETREAT. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. | 


LONDON, Oct. 31.—Disastrously de- 
feated in Monday’s battle; a loss of two | 
entire regiments and a field battery of | 
eight guns (2000 men) captured; a loss 
of probably :300 to 500 in killed ané 
wounded; line of retreat to the sea threat- 
ened and probably cut off; the British | 
force weakened 20 per cent in the past | 
twenty-four hours—that is the situation | 
that confronted Gen. White at Ladysmith | 
to-day when the Boers, elated with suc- 
cess, renewed the battle at closer range. 

Gen. White admits disaster and informs 
the war office of the captute of the Irish 
Fusileers, the Gloucester Regiment and 
Battery No. 10. 

The losses in killed and wounded on 
the British side are not made public, but 
the Boers are estimated to have 900 to 
1000 in killed and wounded. 

From the fact that the British fought 
in the open a good part of the time, it 
is believed that White’s loss is not far 
below 500 in killed and wounded, as prac- 
tically his whole force was engaged. 

The only news of to-day’s fighting is 
contained in this brief dispatch: 

Ladysmith, Oct. 31.—A battle is pro- 
ceeding at the foot of Umbanbane, a few 
miles from Ladysmith. Several shells have 
dropped into the town. 

Umbanbane is one of the hills on which 
the British are intrenched outside otf 
Ladysmith. 

The situation of the British army its 
critical, and it is believed that Gen. White 
will retire to Pietermaritzburg, if he can. 
But in all probability the Boers have cut 
the railway between the British and the 
sea. 

Aside from that possibility mihtary 
men say that the British would be over- 
whelmed by the Boers the moment they 
begin to fall back from Ladysmith. They 
contend that White’s only hope is to hold 
on at Ladysmith until Gen. Buller can 
come to his succor. 

His ability to do this is doubtful, and 
London is now prepared to hear of his 
capitulation or annihilation before the 


close of the week. 
The London War Office has been be- 


sieged all day. Anxious people practi- 
cally fought their way to the notice board. 
Most affecting scenes were witnessed. 
Many women were heard to gasp: “Thank 
God he’s alive, at any rate,” as they found 


the name of some beloved one on the 
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list of prisoners. The sidewalks were 
packed with solid masses awaiting their 
turn to enter. 

The public now realizes the gravity of 
Kruger’s prediction that “the price Eng- 
land must pay for the Transvaal will stag- 
ger humanity. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Oct. 31.—While minor reverses 


were not wholly unexpected, nothing like 
the staggering blow Gen. Joubert delivered 


to Gen. White's forces yesterday was an- 
ticlpated. The full extent of the disaster 
is not yet acknowledged, if it is known at 
the War Office. The loss in effective men 
must ‘be appalling to a General who js 
practically surrounded. Two of the finest 
British regiments and a mule battery de- 
ducted from the Ladysmith garrison weiuk- 
ens it about a fifth of its total strength, 
und alters the whole situation very ma- 
terlaliy in favor of the Boers, who have 
again shown themselves stern fighters and 
military strategists of no mean order. The 
disaster cost the British from 1590 to 2000 
men and six 7-pound screw guns, and as 
the Boer artillery is already stronger than 
imagined, the capture of these guns will 
be a great help to the Boers. 

Further news must be awaited before it is 
attempted to fix the blame where it be- 
longs. Gen. White manfully accepts all 
the responsibility for the disaster, 

From the iist it will-be seen that 42 of- 
ficers were made prisoners, besides a news- 
paper correspondent, J. Hyde. 


The interest in the news is universal, per- 
vading all classes and conditions of Lon- 
don’s populace. The newspaper extras were 
eagerly read in business houses, on the 
Streets, and by women in their carriages. 

Then there was a rush to the War Office, 
which, by noon was sfirrounded with pri- 
vate carriages and hancsoms, while many 
of the humbler class of people came on 
foot, all waiting and watching for the 
names they held dear. ; 

Never was the old saying, “Bad news 
travels quickly,” better exemplified here 
than to-day. By noon gloom and bitter 
sorrow prevailed throughout the British 
metropolis. At the Government offices no 
efforts was made to conceal the feeling of 
dismay prevailing. One official said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 

“It is inexplicable and I am sorry to say 
that its moral effect is inestimable. ‘We 
have lost heavily in many wars and have 
had regiments almost wiped out but to 
have regiments captured, and by the Boers, 
it is terrible.’ 


An official of the War Office said to a 
representative of the Associated Press: 

“The disaster is more likely due to the 
craze of our younger officers to distinguish 
themselves, obtain mention in the dis- 
patches and earn the Victoria Cross, than 
to the fault of that splendid Indian veteran, 
Gen. White, In spite of his avowal.” 


- 
As the day wore on the crowd around 


the War Office swelled to enormous pro- 
portions, and at Gloucester, the home of 
many of thos@ engaged, the wildest excite- 
ment prevailed. The special editions of the 
local newspapers were speedily exhausted 
and the same thing occurred at Bristol 
and other towns in that county. Coming 
so soon after the engagement at Rietzfon- 
tein, where the Gloucestershires suffered 
heavily, brought the keenest sorrow to 
households all over the county whose name 
the regiment hears. 


The Ladysmith disaster had an immedi- 
ate effect on the Stock Exchange here, 
where consols fell 4%. South African securi- 
ties dropped heavily, Rand lines falling 2 
points. Rio Tintos fell &. The afternoon 
newspapers made only brief editorial com- 
ments on the news from Ladysmith, but 
their headlines voiced the feeling of génera! 
sorrow. 

The tone of the editorials can be summed 
up in the following statement of the St. 
James Gazette: 

“It is evident that the patriotism and for- 
titude of the nation are to be tested in 
real earnest by these operations of ours in 
Natal against great odds. Gen. White had

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MONDAYS BATTLE STORY 


Fragmentary Accounts of the. Fight 
Cabled by Correspondents of 
London Papers. 


LONDON, Oct, 31.—Only fragmentary ac- 
counts of Monday’s battle have been’ re- 
ceived by the London papers, owing to the 
strictness of the censorship over all news 
from Ladysmith. 

The correspondent of the Times cables: 

“The action seemed to be proceeding 
most satisfactorily when, at 7:15 a. m., 
Lhe enemy, in large numbers, with field 
zuns, M: ixims eprd 37- miil:meter ‘guns, began 
to develop a heavy attack on Col. Grim- 
woorl'’s infantry. The cavalry brigade had 
moved up on their right, 
lel ridge over against Col. Grimwood’s: posi- 
tion and practically acting as infantry. In 
the meantime, our batteries kept down ‘the , 
siege gun fire on Ladysmith with sharpne)l. 

“At 9 o'clock there seemed to be a lull, 
as our reserves moved up, out suddenly the | 
engagment reopened, as the enemy on .-our 
right brought further artillery to bear. Col. 
Grimwood, who, with the three advance 
battalions, had held the ridge for five hours, 
suddenly fell back across the Open on our 
guns. The Fifty-third Battery pluckily 
pushed forward to cover this withdrawal. 
Severe ‘asualiies occurred at this phase. 

“The Fifty-third Battery held on against 
a cross-fire of rifles and quick-flring guns 
until the infantry was clear. The teams of 
the two guns were damaged, and the bat- 
tery eventually retired, other teams being 
sent to exirickte the two guns. The 
cavalry, remaining unsupported, were 
for: ‘ed to fail back also. 

“Then began general retirement on Lady- 
smith. Tne guns which had been coverin 
the Devonshire regimept stoutly covere 
the final witndrawa!l. The enemy did not 
press, but showed themselves on their po- 
sition in great numbers, oniy to find that 
the naval brigade from the Philomeil had 
arrived. Two quick-firing guns were at once 
placed in position, under cOver af a redoubt, 
and in five rounds they silienced the enemy’s 
40-pounder. The troops were back in Lady- 
smith by 2 o'clock in the afte ernoon. The 
casualties caused by the enemy's artillery 
were not severe. The mountain battery on 
the left reported that it had _= suffered 
through a stampede of mules. Our artillery, 
cavalry, mounted infantry and ‘volunteer 
cavalry behaved splendidly in difficult cir- 
cumstances. 

“Dr, Jameson and Sir John Willoughby 
arrived to-day, and were spectators of the 
action.’

Kansas Mob Avenged ' a 
White Man’s Death. 


HANGED TO A TELEGRAPH POLE. 


PROTESTED THAT HE DID NOT 
COMMIT THE MURDER. 


Bartender Was Killed by a Shot From 
Without the Saloon and George 
Wells Was Known as an 
Enemy. 


WEIR CITY, Kan. Oct. 31.—Weir City was 
the scene last night of a double tragedy. 
Gus McArdle, a bartender in Berry Jones’ 
saldon, was shot and killed at 10:30 o'clock, 
and in less than two hours his supposed 
murderer, George Wells, a negro miner from 
Scammon, was swinging to a telephone 
the victom of a mob which Aaé ‘forc- 
ibly taken ‘him from the jail. 

Earlier in the evening Me Ardle and Wells 
quarreled in the saloon, after which the 
negro left. Shortly afterwards a shot was 
fired from across the street, the bullet strik- 
ing McArdle squarely in the forehead.

the crowd that collected and inquired the 
cause of the commotion... A spectator to the 
previous quarrel pointed Wells out to an of- 
ficer. who arrested him on suspicion and 
lodged him in jail. Another spectator 
shortly afterwards identified him as the 
negro who had quarreled with McArdie, and 
the report quickly spread that he was iden- 
tified as the mon who did the killing. 

A mob formed quickly and marched to the 
jaél. Securing Wells without trouble they 
dragged the frightened negro frem’ the 
building and strung him up to the nearest 
telephone pole. Before the rope was placed 
about his neck Wells admitted he was with 
the man who shot McArdle, but denied that 
he had done the shooting.

Gallaut Action of Chicago’s 
Captain and Crew. 


STEAMER RAMMED FEBRYBOAT. 


LATIER WENT DOWN WITH ALL 
ON BOARD. 


Despite the Steamship Augusta’s Neg- 
lect to Lower Life Boats, Capt. 
Durham Lost But One Pas- 
senger end Fireman. 


NDW YORK, Oct. 31.—The Pennsylvania 
Railway Co.’s ferryboat Chicago, plying be- 
tween Cortlandt street, this city, and the 
Pennsylvania Railway Depot in Jersey 
City, was cut down by the Savannah Line 
steamship City of Augusta at 1 o'clock this 
morning as the ferryboat was crossing to 
the east side of the North River. 

Within a few minutes of the collision and 
before the Chicago could make her slip, she 
went down in 75 feet of water. 

It is not definitely known how many pas- 
sengers were on board the Chicago, but the 
number is variously estimated at from 50 
to 100. One man, John Bryson, is known to 
have been drowned. His body was recov- 
ered. Fireman Vroom of the Chicago is 
missing, and is thought to have been 
caught in the hold. It is not improbable 


that other lives were lost. 

Wihen the Chicago left Jersey City at 
12:44 a. m. — William Durham was in 
the forward pilot ‘house directing the boat 
personaily and one of his deckhands waz 
at the wheel. The night was perfectly 
clear. The tide was ebbing fast and Capt. 
Durham was on this account obliged to 
keep his boat headed well upstream. 

As he neared the New York shore he put 
his helm over to head into the slip and as 
the Chicago swung around the wee 
caught sight of the City of Augusta bear- 
ing down on him. 

She was coming upstream and very close. 

Capt. Durham gave two biasts of his 
whistle to signify his intention to pass to 
starboard and pulling his helm aport he 
rang the signal to go ahead at full speed. 

The City of Augusta, Capt. Durham saye, 
did not reply to the signal, but kept in 
her course. A moment later the Augusta 
rammed the Chicago just abaft her paddie 
wheel on the starboard side. 

A scene of wild excitement followed. The 
passengers, most of whom had risen to go 
to the forward end of the ferryboat to be 
prepared to leave as she reached her slip, 
made a wild scramble for life preservers. 
Fortunately there were few women aboard— 
not more than five or six—and at first they 
were shoved to the rear. 

George Blumenberg and George Ray, 
truckmen, who were coming over to the 
city with their loads of*milk, jumped into 
the middie of the struggling mass and 
yelled ‘Hands off! The women first! Save 
the women!”’ 

A score of men took up the shout, and 
in a trice the women were fitted with life 
preservers. The small number of passeng- 
ers did not exhaust the supply of life pre- 
servers, but many in their excitement did 
not stop to put them on but leaped over- 
board unprovided. It it feared that some 
such persons must have gone down in the 
chilly waters:before help came. 

The deck hands displayed commendable 
courage. Capt. Durham and Chief Engineer 
Penfield set them splendid examples. Capi. 
Durham was the last man to leave his 
boat. He kept up a constant call for hel 
with his whistle, and when he finally left 
he took the whistle to keep up the sound 
and when the Chicago finally went down 
she did it with her whistle Biosrine. En- 
gineer Penfield kept his hand on the throt- 
tle until the water put out his fires and 
he had scarce time to run on deck and 
jump overboard when the boat went down. 

“Don’t get excited. She won't sink,’’ the 
deckhands cried, as they ran among the 
passengers. ‘Plenty of time.’’ Thus they 
managed to reassure the majority of the 
passengers. 

Capt. Durham saw the Chicago was 
doomed and he gave the command for all 
hands to go up on the upper deck.

UST OF PULLMANS 


THE CARS TORNED OVER TO THE 
WAGNERBS. 


AN ABSOLUTE MONOPOLY. 


Some of the Leading Officials of Each 
Company Will Be Re- 
tained. 


NDW YORK, Oct. 31.—Charles P. Clark, 
president, and John M. Hall, vice-president 
of the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Ralilroad, and Robert T. Lincoln, presi- 
dent, and Mr. Wickes, vice-president of 
the Pullman’s Palace Car Co., met to-day 
in this city for the purpose of arranging 
for the turning over of the New Haven’'s 
sleeping and parlor car service to the con- 
solidated Pullman-Wagner Co. 

Up to the present time the New Haven 
company has operated its own service, em- 
pioying about 110 cars and making a hand- 


some profit, amounting to about 236,000 dur- 
ing the last year. Years ago it used to 
manufacture its own parlor and sleeping 
cars, but of late years it has bought them 
from the Pullman company. 

In conection with the New Haven’s pian 
to turn over its sleeping car business to the 
consolidated sleeping car company several 
very important facts became known. One of 
them was that on the Saturday before the 
Pullman-Wagner deal was signed the New 
Haven Railroad direetors passed resoiu- 
tions, copies of which were sent to both the 
Pullman and Wagner companies, in which 
it was agreed that the New Haven company 
would sell out its sleeping, dining and par- 
lor car business to the consolidated com- 
pany. 

It has now developed that other compa- 
nies also previously agreed to turn their 

arlor ‘car business over to the Pullman- 

agner Co. Rallroad men draw the in- 
ference that the Pullman and Wagner com- 
panies should each use its influence to get 
control of as many railroads in the coun- 
try as possible, with a view to building up 
a monopoly and rendering it less possibie 
for an opposition palace car company to en- 
ter the fleld. 

It is also noteworthy that J. Pierpont 
Morgan was largely instrumental in per- 
suading the ‘‘outside’’ companies to make 
use of the sleeping cars of the combination. 
Not long after the deal it became known 
that while the Pullman company had ab- 
sorbed the Wagner company. Mr. Morgan, 
Mr. Vanderbilt and their friends had in 
turn obtained contral of the Pullman com- 
pany and had, at the last moment, prior 
to making it public, used their influence in 
persuading so-called independent companies 
to use the equipment of the Pullman-Wag- 
ner Co. Among the other companies that 
are expected to come in.are said to be the 
Boston & Maine and Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroads. 

Another important incident in connection 
with the agreement of -the directors of the 
New Haven directors to use the Pullman- 
Wagner cars was the “turning down” of 
President Clark, who a few months ago 
had strenuously refused to give up run- 
n.ng the company’s own sleeping and din- 
ing cars and allow the Pullman company to 
take charge of the service. 

When the matter came up, on the second 
Saturday in October, on the resolution to 
sell out, Mr. Clark was unable to muster 
votes enough to defeat the scheme and Mr. 
Morgan’s proposition carried the day. Mr. 
Morgan was backed by William Rockefell- 
er, who was recently elected a director of 
the New York Central. 

Along the line of the New Haven Road, 
Mr. Clark’s defeat is regarded as an in- 
dication that Messrs. Morgan and Rocke- 
felier are supreme in shaping the manage- 
ment of the company and that Mr. Clark’s 
associate, Mr. Hall, will not become presi- 
dent when Mr. Clark retires. 

It was stated on trustworthy authority 
that Willlam H. Baldwin, Jr., president of 
the Long Island Railroad, had been offered 
the presidency of the New Haven Road and 
that he was likely to accept. Mr. Baidwin 
went to the Rock Is:and Road at the in- 
stance of Mr. Rockefeller. He used to be 
vice-president of the Southern Railway, 
which Mr. Morgan controls. He is there- 
fore regarded as representing both of these 
financiers. 

There has been much curiosity as to 
which corps of officiais of the palace car 
companies would be dispensed with. It was 
learned yesterday that some of the leading 
officials of the two companies would be re- 
tained, but that the general office force 
of clerks of the Wagner company would be 
let out. All of the operating staff of the 
Wagner company of the road will remain.

SIDNEY, Neb., Oct. 31.—After an all- 
night ride, William J. Bryan arrived here 
to-day to begin another hard day of. speech 
making. He made only seven speeches yes- 
terday. H- spoke first at Holdrege to an 
audience that in large part Swedish 
by birth or descent, and he emphasized 
the dangers of impetialism and militarism, 
His attacks upon this policy were received 
with much applause. 

At Axtel ne said: “The people pay the 
President $50,000 a year to manage a repub- 
lic, and when he tries to turn it into an 
empire they ought to rebiike him for it.” 

Speaking of the trusts, he said that when 
a man came into the world the milk trust 
took care of him, the ice trust cooled him in 
summer, the coal trust warmed him in 
winter, and when he died the coffin trust 
was ready for him. 

On the subject of militarism he said some 
people held that- we could easily support 
an army of 190,000 men, but the question 
Was not what we could do, but what we 
Ought to do. 

He quoted from Murat Halstead'’s book 
the declaration that the Pihilippine Islands 
Were rich beyond the dreams of avarice, 
and said if that were true it disclosed the 
reason why the Republicans wanted them. 

At the village of Juniata a large portion 
of Mr. Bryan’s audience wore yellow rib- 
bons, the gold Republican badge in Ne- 
braska. Mr. Bryan addressed himself es- 
pecially to them.

Mr. Bryan had an enthusiastic au- 

, of HO people, Hieye he replied to a 
charge in the newspapers that he was in- 
consistent because he favored the ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty and yet con- 
demned the annexation of the Philippine 
Islands. He said that he was called a 
demagogue because he had advocated the 
treaty, and he asked, if he were a demna- 
gogue, what, then, was Mr. McKinley? He 
deciared that he favored the signing of 
the peace treaty and making at the same 
time a declaration of policy. This would 
have taken the question out of the realm 
of foreign affairs and made it domestic., If 
this had been done, and we had declated 
for a policy that would treat the Philip- 
pines as we have decided to treat Cuba, 
not a shot would have been fired there. 

Mr. Bryan spoke in the evening in the 
opera house at Kearney. The hall seats 
1800 peonle, but it was filled, and many 
were standing a half hour before he ar- 
rived. 

Fhis crowd soon increased so much that 
it was necessary to hold an overflow meet- 
ing at the skating rink, where Mr. Bryan 
spoke luter to an audience of 150. As 
Kearney has only 6000 inhabitants, this was 
Telatively one of the largest meetings that 
Mr. Bryan has had. 

He talked about the income tax and then 
abowt free silver. He sdid that Mr. Me- 
Kinley, when running for Congress in 1891, 
had denounced the financial policy of Gro- 
ver Cleveland, but when he became Presi- 
dent himself he followed in the footsteps 
of Cleveland. He said that in 1896 the Re- 
publicans claimed that there was a Bryan 
panic because he was.running on a free 
silver platform, but now, when there is no 
panic, and we have what the Republicans 
call prosperity, a farmer gets less for his 
Wheat than he did in 18%, during the so- 
ealled “Bryan panic." He also attacked 
imperialism with the erguments that he 
has used heretofore. 

My. Brvan, when asked if his observations 
of the last three or four days had econ- 
firmed him in his belief that the fusion- 
ists would carry Nebraska, replied that he

FIRE AT SING SING PRISON 


The New Administration Building Con. 
taining Bakery and Hospital 
Was Partially Destroyed. 


NE WYORK, Oct. 31.-The new Adminis- 
tration Building at Sing Sing Prison, built 
by convict labor under Warden Sage and 


eonsideréd to be one of the handsomest 
structures of the kind fn the country, was 
haif destroyed by fire before dawn to-day. 
The loss is about $50,000, uninsured. 

The fire started at 2:30 a. m. in the bak- 
ery and kitchen. The bakery is close to 
the Administration Buildimg, a brick struc- 
ture 600 feet long, and four stories hig‘h. 
The first floor is used as a messroom. The 
second floor was principally used for a 
Prcetestant and Roman Catholic chapel. The 
top floor was the prison hospital. Twenty- 
eight patients were in the hospital when 
the fire broke out. They were removed to 
the old hospital building and temporarily 
provided for there, 

The fire obtained headway in the Admin- 
istration Building before the fire apparatus 
of Sing Sing and nearby towns could be 
brought into action and was only brought 
under control after a hard four hours’ 
fight. The roof of the Administration 
Building fell in. 

The cause of the fire ia unexplained.

PROTEST AGAINST THE FRIARS. 


HE TALKS GUARDEDLY ABOUT 
TERMS OF PEACE. 


But Declares That His Pecple Will 
Not Submit to Any Form of 
Military Govern- 
ment.

LONDON, Oct. 31.—Senor Antonio Regidor 
de Jurado, who, it is believed, is to act 
as Aguinaldo’s envoy for the purpose of 
presenting peace terms to the authorities 
in Washington, declared to-day to the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent that one of his mis- 
sions te the American capital was to lay 
the grievances of the secu.ar priests in the 
Philippines against the friars before the 
Washingtun Government, : 

“The friars,’’ he said, “have placed them- 
selves under the protection of Gen. Otis, 
and are appropriating the property of the 
secular priesthood. 

“I am also asked by an influential com- 
mittee of bankers and merchants in Manila 
to use any available opportunity while at 
Washington to sound your Government as 
to the best obtainable terms of peace.”’ 

When asked the direct question whether 
or not he was specifically accredited by 
Aguinaldo, Senor Regidor diplomatically re- 
plied that he might be so accredited before 
he started for Washington, which would be 
in the latter part of November. 

“Have you noticed the dispatches to-day 
stating that Aguinaldo had opened com- 
munication with Gen. Otis from Tarlac?’ 
was asked. 

“I place no reliance on these reports,” 
was the reply. 

_ “My latest private information from lead- 

ing members of the Filipino Assembly is 

that Aguinaldo will make no move toward 

og until he sees what Congress intends 
Oo 0. 

“‘He considers it a waste of time to treat 
with Gen. Otis. r 

“If Congress decides that the Philippines 
are to have self-government, then peace 
will ensue certainly, but if a military gov- 
ernment is decreed, war will continue to 
the end. 

“It will take 300.0% men to effect the con- 
quest of the Philippines, and 600,000 to 
maintain order there afterward. 
‘“Aguinaldo and the Filipino generals 
know what Gen. Otis’ forthcoming cam- 
paign is to be. They only smile at it. 
ie make no impression on the coun- 
ry. 

The Senor came to London by way of 
Madrid. 

“What do they say of the Philippine sit- 
uation in Madrid?’’ he was asked. 

“I talked with a number of Spanish 
Statesmen and generals who had had expe- 
rience in the Philippiens. They were all 
pleased to see that the United States had 
found the subjugation of the Philippines not 
such an easy matter as had been expected. 
They declared it an impossible achievement 
in the manner that the Americans were 
proceeding. 

“The Filipinos have offered to release the 
Spanish prisoners if. Spain will recognize 
Filipino independence, but Spain, while 
anxious to get the soldiers freed, does not 
want to offend the United States.” 

“Do you think peace is coming”?’’ 

“That deepnds on Congress. A quick, hon- 
Orable settlement would be far more ad- 
vantageous to the United States than this 
unending inconclusive war. But the Fili- 
pinos will not stand a military government. 
They had enough of that from the Span- 
iards and it never succeeded.”’ 

Senor Regidor is a typical Filipino. He 
is over 60 years old, suave in manner and 
speaks English fluently, having practiced as 
a Spanish advocate in London ® years, 
where, in commervial circles, he is highly 
Eyepacned, both personally and profession- 
ally.

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INSURGENTS SCATTERED IN TWO 
ENGAGEMENTS. 


AGUINALDO FEARS LAWTON. 


Termed Him “Night General’ Because 
the American Attacks Often in 
the Darkness. 


MANILA, Oct. 31.—Gen. Young is push- 
ing his way ‘north. 

Refugees report that Aguinaldo is moving 
to Bayamburg, which is a considerable dis- 
¢ance to the northwest of Tarlac, his former 
headquarters. He has 2000 men ‘n his comm- 
mard. Instead of attacking Gen. Young 
the Cabantauan forces are slowly faliing 
back on Allaga, which is northwest of 
Cabanatuan, ard evidently intend to join 
Aguinaldo, if possible. 

There are fevrteen American prisoners 
at Tarlac, all of whom are well treated. 
Lieut. J. C. Gilmore, of the United States 
gunboat Yorktown, who fell into the hands 
of the insurgents at Baler, on the east 
coast of Luzon, last April, where the York- 
town had gone on a special mission to re- 
lieve the Spanish garrison, is at Bingat. 

The commissioners brought a letter to 
Gen. Otis from a relative of the murdered 
Filipino General, Luna, who wishes to 
avenge,the assassination by Aguinaldo’s 
officers, and who asks a personal interview 
with the military governor. According to 
the commissioners’ statement, Aguinaldo, 
who is still at Tarlac with 300 troops, 
wishes to continue the war, although he 
has a high opinion of the American of- 
ficers and soldiers. Gen. Lawton he calls 
‘‘E] General de la Noche” (the Night Gen- 
eral), because that commander has attack- 
ed him so often in the darkness that he 
never knows when to look for him, 

Aguinaldo ts eaid to be well supplied with 
arms and ammunition, and he is able to 
get plenty of rice from the northern proy- 
inces. 

The gunboat Laguna de Bay remains at 
Santa Rosa. The Rio Grande de la Pam- 
panga is falling slightly, and this hinders 
the transport service, which is now de- 
pending on mules. 

Col. Bell, of the Thirty-sixth Infantry. 
yesterday paid his weekly visit to Labam, 
which was stubbornly defended. He finally 
routed the rebels and chased them over the 
hills, killing many, but having two officers 
and four of his men wounded. 

Two companies under Maj. Bishop. which 
were re-enforcing Col. Bell yesterday, en- 
countered a body of insurgent cavalry 
which was advancing to cover the retreat 
of the rebels, and a second engagement 
ensued. 

Four officers, including Maj. Pedra Sal- 
vador, of the insurgent cavalry, and eight 
men were killed, and many others were 
wounded, Three prisoners were taken. One 
'Krag-Jorgensen and eight Remington rifles 
were captured. Our loss was one killed 
and two wounded. 

The Thirty-second Regiment, Col. Craig, 
is now disembarking.

The report of the City Milk Inspector, Dr. Howard Carter, 
is suggestive. 

* He tells us that “the milk supply of the city, as far as that 
Bold in stores is concerned, could hardly be worse than it is.” 

This is pleasant and agreeable news. “Of a total of 613 
Samples analyzeu, only 89 were found to be up to the stand- 
ard and free from agulteration, while 256 contained foreign 
adulterants; ana the total number of adulterations found 
Was 436.” ' 

At fitst glance, however, it is not so bad. Over 53 per cent 
of the adulterations are with water alone. But it appears 
that any kind of water is good enough to water milk with. 
The babies will never know the difference. Several epidem- 
ies of typhoid have been-traced to this source, which, it ap- 
pears, is really even worse than the adulterants usually con. 
sidered more vicious. er a 

This murderous work ‘goes on with the full knowledge of 
every citizen, but nobody seems to think it worth while to 
make a row. Cn such questions the average adult is as in- 
articulate as the babies themselves.

He is now in 
perfect condition and his work from now 
on will be limited to keeping himself so. 
On Thursday he may do a little harder 
“work and bring himself closer to edge. He 
is apparently in no danger of going stale, 
ec of leeway being allowed by his 
andlers.

CHICAGO, Oct. 3L—If the Amateur Ath- 
letic Union is able to Keep its jurisdiction 
over billiards the class A and class B tour- 
naments next season will be held in Chica- 


g0. Dr. Ranney of New York, the well 
Known A. A. U. official, has so informed 
William Mussey, the Chicago roomkeeper. 
Mr. Mussey is the principal organizer of the 
new billiard association which expects to 
take the game out of the hands of the Ama- 
teur Union. A meeting of the proposed 
association will be called this week and 
then the active campaign against the A. A. 
U. will begin. 

It is very probable that Dr. Ranney’s 
promise to Mr. Mussey of the big tourna- 
ments next season was made to keep him 
from fighting the A. A. U. However, it will 
have little effect on Mr. Mussey, or those 
interested with him in the proposed billiard 
league. 

George F. Slosson, one of the principal 
New York roomkeepers, who is fighting the 
A. A. P., writes to Mr. Mussey regarding 
the war between the Amateur Athletic 
Union and the roomkeepers, in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“You doubtless have heard of the war 
we are having here in New York with the 
A. A. U. The officials of the latter organi- 
zation are objecting to my holding an ama- 
teur tournament without its sanction. Re- 
cently I asked the boys if they would like 
to take part in a 14-inch balk line amateur 
billiard tournament in my rooms, begin- 
ning Nov. 13. They all said they would, and 
signed their names to a paper pledging 
themselves. The tourmwament was not to 
clash with any other tournaments, but as 
soon as the A. A. U. heard of it it made 
desperate efforts to prevent it, going so far 
as to threaten. some of the players. The 
men who had signed were not used to this 
kind of treatment, being all ‘business men, 
and they rebelled. It was then suggested 
that Maurice Daly and I co-operate in giv- 
ing two tournaments, one at my place*and 
one at his. Over a dozen amateurs signed 
to play in these tournaments, and when 
it became known the A. A. U. sent notices 
to each one of them threatening them with 
disqualification, The answers they received 
to these notices were anything but compli- 
mentary, and none of them will withdraw 
their entries from our tournament. 

“The A. A. U. championships this season 
are gate-money schemes pure and simple, 
and players participating in them are being 
used as cat’s paws by the A. A. U. If they 
come off at all I predict they will be flat 
failures. We will give a tournament for 
the,amateur championship at Madison 
Square Concert Hall beginning about Feb. 
1. There will be no entrance fee and no ad- 
mission fee, and the first prize will be worth 
1200. I will send you full particulars short- 
ly. We want Clem Ellison’s entry. We 
want you to help us along with advice and 
suggestions. GEORGIE. SLOSSON.”’

HIS WIFE’S SUIT FOR DIVORCE. 


He Was Well-Known in 8+. Louis as 
the Representative of a Publica- 
tion Called “The Book of 
Wealth.” 


An interesting tale of two cities, and a 
distinguished looking ex-guest of the 
Southern Hotel, was developed from press 
dispatches from. Chicago Tuesday, detailing 
the charges of the divorce suit of Mrs. 
Louis Dassal against Louis Dassal, now 
on trialin that city. 

The defendant is the same man who as 
“Richard. Mansfield” was an honored and 
respected boarder at the Southern hotel for 
a period of almost one year, which ended 
about three months ago. 

li also appears that the defendant and 
ex-Southern hotel boarder has been known 
in other cities as Baron Louis von Dassal. 

The charges in his wife’s petition for di- 
stocked their handsome flat in Chicago 
prmnctpatiy with bric-a-brac and silverware 
wearing the stamp of some hotel. 

The Southern Hotel people are not un- 
willing to believe this charge, as they re- 
cently recovered 11 pieces of silverware 
belonging to their house, which had been 
shipped to the Chicago flat while ‘Mr. 
Mansfield’’ was a guest at the hotel. 

And the dashing gentleman with the dis- 
tinguished name left the Southern owing 
a balance in the neighborhood of $100, 
which, however, the management is not 
worrie!l about, for ‘‘Mansfield’’ left, besides 
the unpaid board bill, several boxes sup- 
posed to contain pictures and other per- 
sonal effects. 

“Mansfield” cut a great swath in cafe 
circles during the 10 months he was here. 
He lived in the best of style and looked 
like “ready money,” according to the 
Southern bell boys. He ts close to # years 
old, but did not appear nearly so old. 

While here he professed to be engaged in 
the publication of a book to be called ‘“The 
Book of Wealth.’’ His business here was 
to persuade business men to let him in- 
clude their pictures and biographies in the 
book for a consideration. It is surmised 
he did well, financially, with this enter- 
prise, for he always paid his bills at the 
hotel, unti] ready to leave, and he moved 
through life at no snail's pace. 

The visit referred to was not hia first at 
the Southern. He had spent a season there 
some time before and was considered a 
desirable guest. His wife was not with 
him. He frequently spoke of her in terms 
of praise. The divorce papers give her age 
as BD years. 

“Mansfield” arrived at the Southern about 
one vear ago. He was given a good room. 
lie soon demonstrated that he was accus- 
*tomed to good hotel life and capable of 
xing at ease in any company. 

le talked in lofty strain of his ‘‘Book 
stated that he secured the pictures and 
biographies of some prominent men, and 
likewise of men Who were not so prom- 
inent. but were willing to pay to feel that 
they were. 

‘‘Manstield” paid his board ee and 
was well] liked in the house. uring the 
latter part of his stay there he_ became 
addicted to fits of indisposition. When in 
this state he would require his meals to be 

erved in his room. 
” Goincident with the spells of illness the 
hotel people noted the disappearance of 
small pieces of silverware. No connection 
between the thefts and ‘‘Mansfield’s ill- 
ress was suspected at the time. 

The disappearance of silverware continued 
several weeks. It ceased about the time 
‘‘Manstfield” left the hotel. ‘This fact was 
not noted at the time, either. But some 
time after ‘“Mansfield’’ bad gone a letter 
was received at the hotel notifying the 
proprietor that there were several leces 
of silverware bearing the Southern otel’s 
stamp in the flat of Mr. Louis Dassal on 
Infiana avemde, Chicago. 

This information was given to the autnorl- 
ties and a St. Louis officer was sent to 
(“hicago to investigate. 

The officer secured a warrant and search- 
ed the flat. Mrs. Dassal was shocked at 
the proceeding. She declared her husband 
had sent the silverware to her by express 
from St. Louis, stating that he purchased 
the stuff from the hotel. . 

The stolen silverware was returned to the 
Southern Hotel. Dassal was not prose- 
cuted,

COURT OF APPEALS DECLINED TO 
ACT UPON IT. 


NEW LAW OF NEGLIGENCE. 


Judge Bond on the Responsibility of 
Those harged With Duties Which 
Involve Lives of Others. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals, at ite 
regular meeting Tuesday, handed down de- 
cisions in ninete@én cases that have been 
pending for some time 

The case of Isaac 8. Bristol against 
Martha FE. Fischel and others, constituting 
the Koard of Commissioners on Charitable 
Institutions, was stricken from the docket, 
the court declaring that all cause of action 
had ceased and that a decision now coultl 
give no relief. The suit was based upon an 
order of the board removing Hristo] as 
euperintendent of the House of Refuge, 
Bristol Aled a motion in the Circuit Cousg 
tc quash the proceeding and it was su5- 
tained. The Commissioners appealed from 
an order of the court, refusing it permis- 
sion to be represented by counse] at the 
hearing. The Appellate Court held that, as 
Bristol was no longer an officialof the 
House of Refuge a further consideration of 
the case cgquid not effect his relations with 
the Board of Charity Commissioners, 

In the case of Kiockenbrink against the 
St. Louis & Meramec Railroad Company, 
on appeal from the St. Louljs Circuit Court, 
the Court of Appeals interpreted the law 
of negligence broadly, ho.ding that it was 
no error on the part of the lower court to 
instruct the jury that the plaintif? could 
recover damages for personal injuries by 
one of defendant’s cars, notwithstanding 
the fact that he was shown to have been 
negligent in getting on defendant's tracks, 
if the additional fact could be established 
that the defendant's negligence, following 
the plaintiff's, was the immediate cause of 
the accident. In passing upon this point 
Judge Bond, on béhalf of the court, said: 

“Tt ig clear, therefore, that the pri ne iple 
upon which the rule in question is founded 
does not conflict with the doctrine that one 
cannot recover for injuries which are negli- 
gently self- inf#cted. The pr ‘neciple iteeif is 
aleo the jiogical result of axioms, justly ap- 
Mieable to the well-being of soctal life. 

e law dictates constant observance of 
due care by all persons in the, exercise of 
those rights and privileges whith may be 
attended with danger to others, hence (tt 
does not release one from the obligation to 
continue this duty because of its cessa tlony 
by another. Such a notion might be de- 
duced from the lex talionis dominant In a 
savage state of society, but it can derive 
no geupport from the rules of conduct pre- 
scribed by a system of laws based on jus- 
tice and humanity; nor is it congenial to 
a @tate of society vitalized by Christianity 
and enligtened by culture. The atandards 
erected by these forces do not permit the 
fault of one to justify the wrong-doing of 
another, nor do they afford immunity for 
injuries whicn might have been averted by 
prudence because the victim has carelessi¥ 
put hémself in the way of the happeniug. 
The cause of the accident determines the 
liabtlity and the cause ‘es the force that had 
the last opportunity to prevent it.”’
